Blackouts If Conservation Doesn't Succeed

The energy dilemma will con- 
tinue unless we clean up our 
present technology and find new 
technologies that are en- 
vironmentally more benign, con- 
cluded a U.C. Berkeley assistant 
protessor of the Energy and 
Resources Program last Thursday 

John Holdren, author and co- 
author of books on ecology and 
energy said on the fourth day of the 
energy symposium that he was par- 
tial to using the term “dilemma” to 
describe the energy mess 

“There are no simple solutions 
to the energy dilemma.” he said 
“There are gaps tn details — gaps 
that make policy formation dif- 
ficult and it is clear there are more 
questions than answers.” 

On a long term basis Holdren 
suggested developing more benign 
energy sources with environmental 


concerns. He said we should give

Finally! CSUS's first streakers 
After hundreds of recorded streaks 
across the nation, two CSUS 
students grabbed the tail-end of 
history by jogging nude in front of 
the library, around the ad- 
ministration building, and even- 
tually in front of the cafeteria and 
security forces 

Fashionable, by all streaking 
standards, the two were attired in 
stocking caps, scarves, shoes, socks 
and carrying an umbrella 

Chief Donald U. Yelverton’s 
security department apprehended 
one of the streakers and although 
Yelverton said streaking was a 
violation of the “penal” code. the 
captured streaker was given a stern 
lecture while he shivered. He was 
released 

Whistles sounded. people 
clapped, yelled and the streakers 
were gone in a puff of cold air. “! 
missed them.” “All | saw were some

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“Higher prices will motivate 
more sensible use of energy,” 
Holdren said. “But windfall profits 
can be heavily taxed to be returned 
to society to devise rebates for the 
poor.” He said the government 
should protect the poor like big

Holdren suggested. in what he 
called his “belt-tightening™ conser- 
vation measure, that traveling by 
rail rather than by truck or air was 
a more efficient use of energy. He 
said recycling and mass transit 
were other examples of using less 
energy 

Too many people see the en- 
vironmental issue as a second tissue 
said Holdren. But he continued

“If 
we appiy as much energy to social 
will as we have to weapons 
development and the _— space 
program. I simply don't see how we 
can fail.” 

Worth Summers, one of two 
reactors on “Energy, Environment 
and Economy Toward a 
Resolution of the Dilemma”. said 
he agreed with most of Hoidren’s 
statements but added “we know the 
world isn't going to end tomor- 
row. 

Summers said we are facing a 
social crisis and the change of 
lowering our standard of living 
contlicts with our concept of the 
American dream 

“What group of people have 
relinquished their position tor the 
general good” Summers asked 
“It's naive.” he said, and cited 
Watergate as an example of what 
happens when a group feels 
threatened 

Summers said we couldn't sim- 
ply tax excess profits to apply 
benign social will because that con- 
fronts a basic challenge to 
capitalism and our system

Bond Not Listening To Logic 


The refusal of Mr. Bond to hire John Gerassi is the lates. in a 
series Of moves to compromise the political independence of this 
campus. Well-reasoned arguments and logic should have an effect on 
this situation, but they will not. Mr. Bond is acting in direct support 
of the Reagan administration and Chancellor Dumke in their largely 
successful attempt to eliminate academic freedom from the CSI 
system 

The hollowness of the reasons used to not hire John Gerassi ts ap- 
parent. Bond says he has confidential information indicating that 
Prof. Gerassi is not the kind of person we want on this campus. Ob- 
we are dealing with reports from CIA and similar 
organizations. These reports are totally unreliable because they are 
filled with anti-communist paranoia. As shown in Chile, Guatamala. 
Bolivia, the Dominican Republic and Cuba, any person who ad- 
vocales nationalizing foreign corporations, who takes a political 
stand” independent of the U.S.. or who advocates overthrowing 
repressive neo-colonial powers, ts considered a dangerous rebel. In 
Brazil, for example, even Dom Helder Camera, a Roman Catholic 
Bishop leading i non-violent movement in Northern Brazil, is a 
“communist .” ‘Now Bond decides that people with bad records 
(based upon unexaminable data) cannot be hired here. At this very 
moment, however, we have faculty serving as advisors to the 
government of Brazil. That government uses kidnapping, as- 
sasination, censorship and murder, ali of the worst techniques of fas- 
cism. The standard of living for five per cent of the Brazilian 
population ts rising while the standard of living for 40 per cent ': 
dropping — all with U.S. aidand support. If our university sends ad- 
visors to that government, as we have for the last eight years, why 
can't we hire a person who opposses such fascism? 

Prof. Gerassi was apparently involved in breaking a window dur- 
ing the San Francisco State strike. In realiiy, he was fired for political 
reasons, for demonstrating in support of a union strike and in sup- 
port of ethnic studies programs. At that time, a few individuals began 
to speak out against the total domination of the colleges by the 
American establishment. A small group wanted to offer an alter- 
nativg route that did not lead to the automatic support of domestic 
U.S. injustice and overseas wars. They were accused of politicizing 
the university and yet the university was always politicized. The 
dissenters were just moving ina slightly different direction. Under the 
pretext of a broken window (fine, $35), a man was fired. Aren't the 
politics obvious? If the broken window was really the issue, | suggest 
that Bond should have prevented Assemblywoman Fong from 
speaking here, since she once smashed a toilet seat to dramatize her 
complaints. Could then March Fong not be hired by our university?

Prof. Gerassi is a first-rate scholar. He is the kind of person Bond 
has been saying that he wanted to have teach here. In reality. 
however, Bond, Glen Dumke, and Ronnie Reagan would like to at- 
tract scholars who do research and who never take a political action 
In this way, they polhiticize the university. To take no political 
position, to remain apathetic, to do nothing is a very political act 
Doing nothing is the best possible way to support the status quo. It 1s 
the best possible way to contribute to the continuing injustices in 


America and throughout the Third World 


Bond presently has the power to trample on academic freedom 
here at CSUS — temporarily. The kind of administration he is creat- 
ing is a mirror umage of the ones that led to student revolts in the 
1960’s. He already faces a near revolt of the faculty. It is time for 
students and faculty to work together to insist that this university 
serve all of the people. It ts time toinsist upon academic freedom and 
to reject the Dumke style of politicizing the university. Our com- 
munity should be one in which all politica! points of view are 
represented 

This university, like all universities, is not non-political. It should 
allow all points of view to be expressed. If a person is a scholar, he 
should be allowed to teach his field regardless of what the F.B.1. and 
the C.L.A. say about him 

Bond probably believes in academic treedom and political 
independence. In the Gerassi incident, however, he has been quoted 
as saving that the political pressures are too great, that the university 
must be sensitive to the leg:slators, the trustees, and to local opinion 
The trustees can apply real pressure. The President of San Jose State 
lost his salary increase because he hired Jessica Mitford. If the 
Trustees won't allow President Bond to stand for political 
independence, then what are the choices open to him? Will he act in 
support of the valued position of academic freedom by resigning the 
presidency and by joining with the faculty in this struggle? We would 
welcome him and allow him to defend the values of academic 
freedom as a colleague and as an equal 


We need a united faculty organization and a united group of 
students to keep from losing even more of our liberties. If you care 
about this university's direction, I urge you to get involved in the 
struggle to keep John Gerassi’s position. To remain silent now leaves 
the important decisions of academic freedom and _ political 
independence in the hands of the administration

“I think it’s a very worthwhile 
thing to do and it's a very needed 
service. It’s free, too, and fora very 
g00d cause.”

The red-haired young man was 
Bob Johnson, a student at CSUS 
Johnson was commenting on his 
reasons for donating blood to the 
Mobile Unit of the Sacramento 
Blood Bank. The mobile unit was 
on campus last Thursday, March 7, 
from 9 a.m. to 4 p.m. at the new 
dining commons. By the end of the 
day the mobile unit had received 
approximately 100 pints of blood

from donators. Donators included 
both students and faculty. 

Why a blood bank on campus? 

By donating one pint of blood. 
the student or faculty member in- 
sures an unlimited supply of blood 
for himself, a family member, or a 
friend, whenever it might be re- 
quired. 

According to the Sacramento 
Blood Bank employees, “The gift 
of blood from healthy people who 
seek no personal benefit is essential! 
to the successful treatment of hun- 
dreds of patients each day in the 
hospitals served by this blood 
bank.” CSUS has its own reserve at 
the blood bank 

The Sacramento Blood Bank 
has been in existence for 26 years 
Volunteer donors are the people 
who literally keep the blood bank 
running. 

Betty Arellano registers the 
donor. “After registration we send 
them over to the doctor for their 
medical history. where Dr. Iki talks 
with the donor and has the donor 
fill out a card.” she states. “Donors 
who have ever had malaria or 


hepatitis are not eligible to give 
blood because of the danger of any 
infective agents still in their 
systems,” she adds. 

The entire procedure is 
carefully planned out, with the two 
registrars sitting at one desk in the 
room, the doctor at a desk in 
another corner, a technician at still 
another table. and eight gurneys 
lined up next to each other. Herea 
technician takes the donor's 
temperature and blood pressure, 
and pricks the finger to check the 
blood’s hemoglobin level. 

The donor now is ready for 
preparation of having his or her 
blood drawn. 

Ms. Caroiine Smith. one of the 
two registered nurses who draw the 
blood. commented on_ the 
procedure as she searched for a 
good vein in a donor's arm. 

“After the donor has had his 
finger stuck for the hemoglobin 
check, and he’s had his blood pres- 
sure, temp. and medical history 
recorded, the donor comes to us,” 
she says. “The donor is issued a 
number. Every blood type has a

number. His particular blood 
corresponds to the particular 
number of a certain blood type. 
The donor lies down and we check 
the veins in the arms.” 

Ms. Smith moved from one 
gurney to another as she continued 
speaking. “See now. she doesn't 
have very good veins in her nght or 
her lett. She may not be able to give 
blood.” pointing to a black-haired 
petite woman in her early 20's 
Smith then moved to another 
gurney, saying, “The donor’s all 
set. We get the arm surgically 
scrubbed (this ts an actual medical 
procedure) and then take the 
blood.” The two nurses rarely rest 
They take care of eight donors on 


gurneys, simultaneously. 

Val Raley. one of the blood 
bank workers, said, “We draw 
blood five and one-half days a 
week.” The Sacramento Blood 
Bank reserve serves 12 counties in 
Northern California, “all the way 
from Vacaville to Tahoe,” Raley 
adds 

The blood bank's centra! head- 
quarters are at 30th and J streets 
and open several hours a week, 
accepting and taking blood 
donations. Anyone who missed the 
on-campus donations, who 
intended to give blood but couldn't 
because of prior committments, 
may go down to the Sacramento 
Blood Bank today, and do so

Sit back and forget the woes of 
Washington, forget the energy 
crisis and enjoy “Vaudeville 
Tonight”.

In a vote noted mainly for lack 
of information, less than five per 
cent of the tribal members agreed 
to do this. After seven years of 
planning, M.E.I. resulted and the 
land turned into Wisconsin’s 72nd 
and poorest county. This made 
them eligible for new, crushing tax 
burdens. 


It was “social, economic, 
political disaster,” said Deer. The 
effect of the B.I.A.’s paternalistic 
policies toward indians was that it 
left them unprepared to handle 
their fiscal and legal affairs when 
the corporation was created. 


Shares of corporation stock 
were voted without due process of 
law, land was sold by M.E.1.. 
whose governing board had a 
strong majority of non-Indians, 
and the Menominee Hospital was 
forced to close because the sub- 
standard, federally-installed 
sewage system did not meet state
